St. PsTBRgBinto, Oct. 22.— The dearth 
of iK'WS fnjiii Liviiliii occasiDiiort Hi 
wildest ruuioi-H to circnlute yesterday 
to the effect that the czar was actually 
dead, bat that the fact was oonoealet . 
bMSAOw the osanwitoh had renoonoM 
tht soooeiNrioii to the throne, and that 
the Grand Dake OeorRe, the czar's sec 
ond Sim, had also died from the luug 
trouble from which he hao long been a 
Bufferer. These mmora w ro effectual 
ly silenced by the issuing of a bulletin 
BtatiQg, in snbslaaoe, that the ciar had 
been oat of his bod daring the day but 
that hia general condition was an 
cliaiiKi^d. 

It is everywhere recognized that the 
doctors iu attendance apon the czar 
have no hope of his rocorery and that 
they are only devoting their efforts to 
prolong his majesty's life antil the ar 
rival of Pi-ince.^ AHx at Yalta so that 
her niamam' to the ezarewiteh may be 
celebrate ! before his di'uth. It is hS' 
serted that the physiciaus have now 
Iteen conipellod to torn their attention 
to the OMrtna, whose mind is Mid to 
have been scrioosly affected by the 
strain of nar.siug her husband and an- 
xiety concerning (iraud Duke (teorge.

stispioion. After this balletin nothing 
was reoeivnd nntil 9 o'clock yesterday 
evening, when another private dispatch 
reported a continued slight improve 
ment in his majesty's condition, also 
that he had a better appetite. This was 
confirmed at 1 1 o'clock by the following 
official bulletin: 

"Daring the pott S4 hoars ther em- 
peror has had rather more sleep. His 
majesty orode today as usual, and his 
appt tire ia rather better. Tho patient 
is more couiposed. Otherwise there is 
no ehanKO." 

This bulletin is sipned by the five 
physicians in attendance npim his niaj- 
vaty. The crowds that liad lontj and 
patient]}' awaited the it^sue of t!ie bul- 
letiu road and discussed it with evideut 
relief and then rapidly dispersed. 

NEWS IN ST. PETERSBURG. 




\ lAtUm la Known About the Csnr, a* th« 
Mews Is inppNssed. 

London, Oct. 33.— A dispatch to The 

Times from St. Petersburg says that ac- 
cording to the best information obtain- 
able there will Ijc a fonnal betrothal 
and exchange of rings between the 
ezarewiteh and Princess Alix at Lividni 
on Wednesday, perhaps B<H)uer, accord 
ing to ciroauiatauces. This presuppo.ses 
the performance of the ceremony 
of reconciliation to the orthodox 
ohnrch, which in the usual course 
most take place first. The marriage of 
a foreign naorthodox princess to a Kus- 
lian heir apparent necessitates three dis- 
tinct ceremonies— reconciliation to the 
orthodox church, betrothal and lAuptiala. 
The ceremonies formerly were always 
leporate. bat the betrothal and actual 
marriage latterly have often been per- 
formed together. An imperial manifesto 
on this subject is expected fi-om Lividia. 

Private news from Lividia is iu no 
way reassuring. An official step has 
inst been taken in regard to the ap- 
pearance of balletins in the praas, which 
is carious to nay the least. All the 
Russian newspapers have been request- 
ed to print special copies of their re- 
spective jouruals for subscribers in 
Lividia, omitting the bolletins alto- 
gether. This is now being done. Tlie 
windiest rumors are oirculating in St. 
PetersburK, and an extra special censor 
has been appointed to control all the 
press teleKrams concerning the CiHidi- 
tion of tlie e/.ar and the doings generally 
of the iiiipenul family. All dispatches 
lia\f ih. n-luiv li. be passed on by tlie 
ordinary censor an<i to be iuspectutl by 
the s[H'eial c ensor, and they are mostly 
altered a Kit deal before they reach 
the telegrapli oiK i'ators. 

Another eunous instance of suppres- 
sion of news mav be mentioned. Judg- 
ing by the teleKi -'l''"*^' Hiquines received 
here from abroad there mll^l be iar 
more visible .spontaneous coikh i ii in the 
foreign capitals than is iioiierd in the 
Burfueo wf bc. IV'tersburj,' wlim^ the 
press is not allowed to utter a single 
word of the sorrow at the bedside of 
the sick monarch. Even the ministers 
and high olflciais of state, who them- 
selves aisaatonislMd ^ the Btnt^rioua

QALI ALONG THB BRITISH COAST. 



A iraaiber ef Uves I<ast mad Vast 

Done to Shipping. 

I.,oMi, i\. Oct. '."J. — A lierco gale raged 
along the British coast ISaturday and 
Sunday, caosing many oasaalties. The 
wind was so strong and the seas so hi};h 
that the channel boats Were greatly de- 
layed. The Warner li^tship While be- 
ing towed irom Spithead to liar station 
broke away from the tug when n^ar 
New Haven and was driven shorowards. 
A boat was lowered to replace the tow- 
line, but a heavy sea capsized her and 
four of its occupants were drowned. 
The lightship made leeway rapidly, and 
was soon driven aahore. Two other 
boats wore also driven ashore close l)y 
where the lightship had stranded. The 
crews of all wore saved by the lifeboat 
crew and coast guardsman by tha use of 
the breeches bnoy. 

Many other exciting rescues of tlie 
crews of ve.s.sels driven ashore at vari- 
ous places are rep irted. The los.s to the 
owners of li-^hiiiif ve.-sels is lu.r;,'e, ni.iiiy 
of their boat.-^ having been (h st'.oyi-d. 

At .Sunderland a life bi i^,' '.desman, 
who had volunteered to as.sist in the 
rescue of the crew of a l ark, which had 
been driven ashore near there, trii>ped 
up<jn a rope which had been .sudduily 
tautened by the pressure of the on- 
lookers upr);i it, and fell into the: ei\and 
was drowned.

COULD NOT FlfJD THilR WAY. 

A Oonae Vog Stoiin Navigutiou iu thii 
Vietnlty uf Now York City. 
QUAaaNTlNB, S. L, Oct. 22.— There 
was a dense fog on the upper and lower 

bays tlirougliout the entire day yester- 
day. Iho only arrivals were the Old 
Dominion line steamer (jnyandotte and 
the tSavaunah liner Kens City. Both 
vessels reported dense fog below ami 
along the coast tor a con^lderable dis- 
tance. Tlio National liner Kuiope, 
hence for Ix)udon, v.-hieh passed out the 
narrows at p. m., had to drop anchor 
iu GravL'.vnd bay, owing to the fo:.;. 
The British tramp steamer Hajeeii, 
which also passed out at the same tune, 
returned and anchored oflf Clifton, 8. 1. 

The ste.imer i>rew of the People's Al- 
bany lino with :.';J0 passengers on board 
ran ashore olf I'ort Washington Poiu: 
at the foot of West Eighty-sixth street 
on her trip from Albany to this city 
early* yesterday morning. The boat's 
officers declare that the fog was to 
blame. The place Where the Drew 
struck the shore is a little cove, and into 
this she ran head-on, and was so firmly 
held she would not budge. Rocks 
>omed up ou either side and made 
easv stepping stones from the steamer's 
deck. In this way the majority of the 
pa.ssengers took their deputnre. The 
steamer was not much damaged and at 
a late hour last night the tida roae 
sufficiently to float her and she afamed 
to her dock. 



FIRE IN DETROIT. 



The Aurisan Paper Oompany's ' 

houiie Completely Dt-ntroyoil. 

Detuoit, Oct. 22. — A Urb which start- 
ed early yesterday morning in a ware 
house of the American Pupii «Aupany, 
on West Lamed street, desuo*'4d in oil 
about 150.000 worth of property. The 
6-story struotore occupied by the paper 
establishment was destroyed, and two 
small buildings adjoining on either side, 
were completely demolished by the fall- 
ing walls.

The names of the uu 
f ortonaCe trio can not be obtained. a.i 
when the ei^losion took place the other 
men ran for their lives, and tha dead 
oonld not be identified. 

John Smith, Hanry Potter and 
Thoaaa Collins, who were wounded, 
were teonght to this city, where their 
recovery is impossible, as their flesh in 
plaoea is so burned that it is falling otf. 
mnith is a Swede, and has no Mends or 
relatives in this country. Collins' na- 
tive home is in Tennessee and Potter is 
from Pennsylvania. None of them 
have auy friends or relatives here. Pot- 
ter and Collins are Americans.

The Chinese told Mr. Cowie it mr>a ,t 
sure death to pull down any of the no- 
tices, bat, nevertheless, the iuspeci. r 
was soon in poEsessiou of them. He im- 
mediately had it translated. Tran.slafcd 
it read as follows: 

"To lUl Chinamen— Wo swear by all 
the Chinese Uods that the sutn of ^it■y^ 
will be paid to any Chinaman who sends 
death to either of the men known as In- 
spector Cowie or Inspector Conw.iy, or 
to auy three of our country. ;ien who j'l- 
tend to as.sist in the prosecutions of ejeti 
of their race. Death and lire will sure- 
ly be given to him who betrays or t.ikert 
down this notice. " 

It is claimed that the two Chinese 
have tired stores in Salt Lake City and 
other westeru cities, us well as iu Chi- 
cago.

Data i'asiiuolli aud Valero Dondolio 
are held as prisoners. Tho former is 
charged with cutting three persons, 
who, besides Inmself, were wounded. 
Doudolio was also arrested. Ho is ac- 
cused of stat)bing Pas<iuolli. 

PasquoUi and Petrallio are probably 
f u.illy hurt. How the quarrel arose is 
not known to the police, who first hoard 
of it when Pasqaolli, covered with 
blood, staggered into a police station.

The 
orders have not come from the Japa- 
nese government direct, but from mer- 
chants at Yokohama who have taken 
contracts for army supplies.

Waoombr, I. T., Oct. 23. — The 
Kansu City and Memphis express 
which h ft here at Ot.TO Saturday iukIi 
was wrecked aud robbod by tho Cook 
Kaug of desperadoes at Correta, a blind 
aiding five miles south of here. The 
train waa running 90 miles an boor, and. 
when within lOOfMtof the switch a 
man came cat from bahind an embank' 
meiit and threw the switch for the sido 
track, ruunini? the train into a striiiK of 
•mpty boxciirs. EnKiiiwr James Harris 
applied the airbrakes aud reversed the 
engine. 

The robbers commenced firing at the 
engine and coaches. As soon as the 
truu stopped two of the robbers com 
mAodad iM en^rtnaer and fireman to 
oenie down, and as soon aa tbej had 
Aiiuumnted marohwl them in front of 
them to the bagi^ige and express cars, 

?:ere they fotoed Express Messenger 
ord to open the doors b7 perforating 
the side of the oar with ballets. Mean 
while two more of the robbtra had 
taken np a position it the rear and of 
the sleeper to prevent anyone eaoaping, 
the others moanted the platfarm be- 
tween the smoker and baggageoar and 
two more the platform between the first 
and second coochea, all keapiiig vp a 
continual firing. 

The two robbers in the express car 
were meanwhile ransackius the 
car, securing all the money in the local 
safe. Thoy commanded Messenger 
Ford to open tho through safe, but when 
he (. xplaiui'd that the safe was locked at 
the timin oflicc and not opened until it 
reached its dctiiiiiatiou they left the c:vr. 
The two m«u on the front platform then 
etartod tlirough tho coach, demanding 
money aud valuables. At, soon as tliey 
readied the rear end of the i;oacli the 
two men on that platform started 
through the second coach. When they 
were about hnlf way through, a freight 
train close beliind whistkd, and BUI
